490-MILE PIPE. LINE 


Outlay of $20,000,000 Ex- 
pected to Complete Work 
in Two Years. 


Official announcement was made at 
the Laclede Gas Light Co.’s offices 
Saturday that arrangements had been 
practically completed with the Busch- 
Everett Co.,'to pipe natural gas to St. 
Louis from the wells at Caddo Millis, 
Tex., a distance of approximately 490 
miles. 

The construction of the pipe line will 
involve an outlay of more than $20,000,- 
000. ‘According to the plans under way, 
it will be eompletes within two years. 

The Laclede company is to act as the 
distributing agent for the big natural 
gas syndicate and consumers will be 
supplied at a rate not to exceed 50 cents 
a thousand cubic feet, it was an- 
nounced, : 
Walker's Statement. 

G. H. Walker and Adolphus Busch, di- 
rectors of the Laclede Gaslight Co., 
are also identified with the Caddo Mills 
venture, and it is understood to have 
been largely through their efforts that

Prisoner- Whose Life Was 
Demanded by Mob Escort- 
ed to Chester, Ill. 


BLACKS TO TESTIFY 


Eight Negro Deputies Who 
Fired on Whites, Killing 
One, Called by Coroner.

CAIRO, Ill, Feb. 19.—The 
eight negro deputies of Sheriff 
Nellis, whose shotguns and revol- 
vers killed Alex Halliday and 
wounded four other. men, were 
subpenaed today as witnesses for 
the Coroner’s inquest into Hal- 
liday’s death, set for this after- 
noon. Dr. James McManus, Cor- 
oner, calls them ‘‘Sheriff’s wit- 
nesses,’’ and says that he has also 
subpenaed a number of members 
of the mob on which the deputies 
fired at the — dail early 
_| yesterday.

His departure removed the original 
cause. of the riot, but it has not relieved

night, although last night was quiet, 
and four militia companies are on duty 
here. It is recalled that a lynching took 
place at Springfield under the noses of 
a regiment of militiamen on duty, and 
the strong feeling against Nellis aad his 
negro deputies is keeping§Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Dickson and the other military of- 
ficers on the alert. The sheriff is closely 
guarded by militiament whenever he ap- 
pears on the streets, and he spent last 
night in the County Jail. 

Adjutant-General Dickson is investi- 
gating the conduct of Company K of 
Cairo, both as to its slowness in get- 
ting into action at the time of the riot, 
and as to the e--pressions of sympathy 
with the mob uttered by some of the 
lecal militiamen. He had a long. talk 
with Capt. Greaney of Company K this 
morning, and’ it was reported that Dick- 
son would recommend to Gov. Deneen 
that the company be disbanded. Dick- 
son lectured the soldiers of the four 
companies here today on the subject 
of discipline and fidelity to duty. 


Grand Jury te Begin Inquiry. 

All the witnesses in the inquest will 
be subpenaed by the grand jury, which 
will probably take up the riot case Mon- 
day. Two negroes are on the grand 
jury. State’s Attorney Wilson declared 
today that the better class in Cairo up- 
holds Sheriff Nellis for defending the 
jail against the mob, but that all classes 
hold one opinion concerning Nellis’ ac- 
tion in arming negro deputies, and in 
permitting Halliday’s body to le unat- 
tended in the snow for hours. This 
opinion, ‘Wilson said, is one of unquall- 
fled censure. 

“If Gov. Deneen had ordered me to 
treat a human body in that manner,” 
said the State’s Attorney, “I should 
have refused to obey.” 

Meb Members Justify Act. 

It was reported today that the mob 
members summonéd by the Coroner and 
the grand jury would insist that their 
purposes in going to the jajl were 
peaceable. They will say that they did 
not intend to break into the Jail and 
lynch Pratt and Wilson, but that they 
merely meant to demand a speedy trial 
and enforcement of the law to pre- 
vent any more annoyances to white 
women on the streets of Cairo. 

They will declare that the. Sheriff 
“got rattled,” gave them no time. to 
state thelr errand, and gave the order 
to fire. They will point to the absence

When they reached the station the 
prisoners were marched into the wait- 
ing room and made to sit on a long 
bench. The soldiers, grounding arms 
and with bayonets gleaming, stood in 
a circle about them. There were about 
two dozen white men at the station 
waiting for the train. 

While they surveyed the convicts curi- 
ously and asked to have Pratt pointed 
out, they were orderly and there was 
not even .verbal demonstration, Pratt 
sat at one end of the bench and met the 
stares bent upon him with indifference. 
He seemed aware that the city’s inter- 
est in him had been swallowed up and 
almost forgotten in its rancor ageainsi 
Sheriff Nellis. He stirred himself from 
his apathy once to pilfer a sandwich 
deftly from the pocket of one of his 
companions and eat it with relish.

Sheriff Nellis’ Own 
Attack on Jail 


Thia is the story of the attack on the 
jail as told by Sheriff Fred D. Nellis: 

‘The first intimation of the mob plans 
which reached me came from Mrs. Rose 
Maloney, who testified before the grand 
jury Thursday afternoon in the case of 
John Pratt, the negro who robbed her, 
of her purse Wednesday night. She did 
not deliberately warn me, but I was put 
on my guard by chance remarks she 
dropped in my hearing after leaving the 
grand jury room. 

“‘] hope the negro will be lynched,’ 
she said, ‘I am convinced he took part 
in the murder of Anna Pelly.’ 

“Tl was plenning to leave Cairo Thurs- 
day night for Belleville to see the hang- 
ing of Willis Clark. My intention of 
being out of town over night was well 
known and I believe the mob hoped to 
take advantage of my absence. 

Warned by Militia Captain. _ 

“At 8p. m. Capt. William P. Greaney 
of Company K, the local company of 
militia, telephoned me. 

“ ‘Tf I were you I wouldn’t leave Cairo 
tonight,’ he said. 

“Why net?’ I asked him. ‘Never 
mind,’ he said, ‘but don’t leave town.’ 

“This warning, following what I had 
heard Mrs. Maloney say, alarmed me. 
I went inte the lower part of town and 
visited several saloons. In one of them 
I stood concealed in a side room for 
half an hour listening to the talk at 
the bar.

The friends of the bill frankly con- 
cede that there is no chance of passing 
it if a two-thirds vote is required. 
Speaker Rombauer said that there is no 
question that the bill compromises cer- 
tain claims of the city against the Ter- 
minal Association, and is therefore a 
compromise bill which would require a 
two-thirds vote. 

The bill specifies that the Terminal 
Association shall pay to the city $1,000,- 
000 in settlement of its obligation to 
build the Clark avenue viaduct, the sta- 
tion in North St. Louis, for encroach- 
ment on Market street, and for compen- 
sation for the vacations of the streets 
in the Ranken tract. 

Amounts te Be Paid. 

The amount to be paid the city for the 
Clark avenue viaduct is $150,000, the 
same amount it is to be paid to square 
the obligation to build a $20u,000 passen- 
ser station in North St. Louis in ad 
dition to a $0,000 station to be erected 
and $200,000 is to be paid for encroach- 
ment on Market street. 

Speaker Rombauer filed with the Clerk 
of the House Friday night an amend- 
ment to the bill to strike out all ref- 
erence to the purposes for which the 
money is to be paid. In its amended 
foram the bill will state that the Termi- 
nal Association shall pay the city $1,000,- 
000 without saying why it is being paid. . 

Eliminates Compromise. 

‘The amendment will eliminate the 
compromise features of the bill,” said 
Speaker Rombauer. “I think-it is only 
fair that a bill of this kind, on which 
public sentiment is divided, should stand 
on its merits before the Municipal As- 
sembly. While my impression is that 
the bill could receive a two-thirds vote 
in the House, I do not.think it should 
go before that body as a compromise 
measure. 

“I wrote an amendment to the Dill 
Friday and gave it to the Clerk of the 
House to be sent up as coming from 
me if the bill was called up for passage. 
As some corrections in the record were 
necessary, the bill was not acted on 
Friday night, but will be called up for 
passage next Wednesday. The amend- 
ments will then be offered.” 

Speaker Rombauer gave it as his opin- 
ion that striking out the specific refer- 
ences to the purpose for which the mil- 
lion dollars is to be paid to the city will 
cure its present defects. 

A vote of 19 members is required to 
pass all bills compromising the city’s 
claims.

moters-—is apparently on its last legs in 8st. 
Louis. No more plums are to be shaken from 
the tree at the price of the shaking. The ‘fran- 
chise-giving power has come to have some sense 
of its responsibiltties and some appreciation of 
the advantages that lie in getting value in ex- 
‘change for privileges. 

For several months the Municipal Assembly 
has had under consideration a natural gas fran- 
chise, There have been several applications for 
one. Two are now pending. The investigation 
has been exhaustive. The city legislators are wel) 
fortified with information. Their purpose is to 
protect the interests of the people. They have 
considered supply, distribution and, prices and 
have incorporated the result into @ franchise. 
The applicants can have the privileges offered by 
purchase and the one willing to pay the highest 
will win. : 

To the minds of the franchise seekers this is 
not only an unprecedented act on the part of 
the city but nothing short of insulting. to the 
philanthropists who are eager to demonstrate 
their charitable impulses by -giving St. Léuis 
natural gas. When the plan of competitive bid- 
ding was announced one of ‘them promptly: with- 
drew. The other is wavering. The weak plea is 
made that the Laclede Gas Co. will gobble up 
this franchise and hold it to prevent the com- 
petition of natural gas. 

The real reason probably is that the —— 
franchise seeker runs for cover as soon as he 
encounters a demand for a square deal. Super- 
ficially this natural gas franchise has‘all the 
earmarks of fairness. A good indication is that 
one of the applicants will not accept it.. But: St. 
Louis can bétter afford to do without natural 
gas, advantageous and convenient as it would be, 
than to obtain it at the. price paid for street 
cars, electric lights and terminal railroad service. 
Insistence on the demand that the Terminal pay 
as the price of the pending franchise the bridge 
arbitrary, and that the natural gas franchise 
seekers make a square deal will be formal notice 
to grabbers in general that St. Loufs has fran- 
chises only for those who are willing to deal 
with the city on the basig which is recognized

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TAXING ST. LOUIS NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 


POINT NO. 10. 

‘Linéoin, Neb., is 494 freight miles from St. Louis 
over one.of the best routes.. From East St. Louis, 
through St. Louis, coal is offered to Lincoln over this 
route in the regular rate sheets at a regular rate-of 
$2.15 a toh or at $2.52% a ton from the Murphysboro, 
Il, district with a total haul of 587 miles. . 

‘The hail to Lincoln from~East St. Louis, through 
St. Louis; is ‘at ‘the rate of less than half a cent a 
ton for eich mile (43.5 cents for each hundred miles). 
On a 20-rmile haul at 7 cents a ton, the Chicago rate 
‘of ‘three-tenths’ of a cent a mile is 30 cents for tach 
hundred miles. The St. Louls rate on each 100 miles 
is not leds than $1.30 a ton at the lowest estimates. 

As St. ‘Louis has its own coal inside its own indus- 
trial Mmfts, in a great field beginning 12 miles. from 
Washington avenue, it does not have to stop to argue 
how far all short hauls ought to be made to help pay 
the cost of all long hauls in the general raliroad 
business of the country. Its own coal at its own 
doors is the greatest possible natural advantage. No 
matter how it puts together the figures of average 
regular rates, as they are published officially by the 
Government, the answer is the same. The average 
regular rate which helps,to, make short hauls pay 
for long ones, may be a charge on business for what 
it can bear, but in its averages, it is not an arbitrary 
tax on natural advantages for business. The official 
figures lead every time to the same conclusion, from 
every standpoint, that St. Louis payxa both these 
charges, first, the general charge on the whole traf- 
fic for what it will bear and also the arbitrary tax 
added on natural advantages, 
alone, 

On 8t. Louis coal, with a 250-mile haul, Chicago gets 
a reduction to less than half the average charge for 
mixed freight of all kinds — ton in that railroad dis- 
trict. 

The rate for Lincoln, Neb., — St. Leds, is 
less than half the rate of 9% hundredths of a cent a 
ton a mile on mixed freight reported as the average 
for the district west from St. Louls. The rate St. 
Louis pays (mile for mile) on its own coal at.b2 cents 
a ton is over four times the Chicago rate on a ton 
in a-260-mile haul. It is three times the rate offered 
Lincoln from East St. Louis, through Sst. Louis. It 
the distance coal moves for St. Louis’ use inside the 
St. Louis Industrial District were estimated at an 
average of 50 miles instead of 40 (average probably 
not over 20 miles) there would be more profit in de- 
livering céal from the mine to any point in the St. 
Louis Industrial District at 25c a ton than there 
is in delivering it to Chicago and to Lincoln at the 
highest rates they are asked to pay: This at least is 
the answer fn arithmetic by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s averages on profitable raijroad busi- 
ness. 

A rate on general business for what it will bear 
may be necessary at times even if it takes all it can 
bear. It has. nothing to do with the case'when the 
case is that of an added arbitrary tax on natural 
advantages. The natural advantages of St. Louis 
will make it one of the greatest manufacturing cities 
of the world when it can use them for all they are 
worth. Who is getting what they are worth when a 
tax of 2 cents a ton on coal is added to what the 
traffic will bear?

WISE DENMARK. 
From the New York American. 

The Danish consumer does not 
worry about the food trust or middle- 
men, for the creameries, eggeries, and 
oacking houses are co-eperative, and 
2 the price of food is.too high the 
farmer is-the only one to blame. Un- 
der this regime Danish food exports 
have grown from practically nothing 
40 years ago, until now the little 
country sends to England every year 
nearly a-hundred - million dollars’ 
worth of butter, eggs and bacon. 

That a country more densely pop- 
ulated than New England should ex- 
port large quantities of foodstuffs is 
a condition hardly conceivable to the 
American who realizes that if. rail- 
road connections west of Buffalo 
were shut off we would have bread 
riots from Portland, Me., to Jackson- 
ville, Fila. 

Another good thing in Denmark is 
the custom of taxing and selling land 
by the “Hartkorn,” which is a unit 
of productivity rather than of aréa. 
This productivity of the land is re- 
appraised every five years, and is the 
dasis of all legal and popular esti- 
mates of land value. Such a custom 
should interest a public that for two 
generations has accepted a homestead 
law which piaces 160 acres of Fiot- 
ida celery land (sufficient to support 
the members of the United States 
Senate and their families) upon a par 
with a quarter section in Eastern Col- 
crado, where a; goat would require a 
motorcycle to glean a living.

. THE USE OF CEREALS. 
ITHOUT doubt the most important of all our vegetable 
foods are cereals. : 
Within the last generation the use of cereals at 
breakfast has become general We-have not only the standard 
forms of meal, but a multitude of patent preparations as well. J 

Phosphates abound in cereals and are among the most common 
ingredients of all foods. \ 

The digestibility of a cereal is influenced by the coarseness of 
its particles. The coarser foods are highly desirable where a slug- 
gish condition of the intestines exists, and in other cases they are 
very irritating to the lining ofthe intestines. 

Individual results must decide the use of each. In the ordin- 
ary way of serving breakfast foods it is seldom that they are 
cooked enough. 

The use of imperfectly cooked cereals is responsible for a great 
share of the dyspepsia common among Americans. Thoroughly 
prepared cereals are cooked until the liquid is drawn away, leay- 
ing them comparatively dry. They are better still if eaten dry— 
that is, without milk. 

Experiments show that one ounce of dry, well cooked cereal, 
when well chewed, will produce two ounces of saliva, whereas the 
same amount of mush or wet cereal food will secrete only one- 
quarter of that amount. 

The chief vegetable proteid, gluten, is made much more easy 
to.digest by prolonged cooking. (On the other hand, the digesti- 
bility of all animal proteids—an egg, for example——is diminished | : 
by cooking). :

“THE STRONGER CLAIM.” 

T may be that few racial intermar- 
riagés, or inter-racial marriages, in 
India will be averted by Alice Per- 

rin’s new novel, “‘The Stronger Claim.” 
Persons who set their hearts on marry- 
ing persons of other races, elther in In- 
dia or elsewhere, are not usually dis- 
suaded by fact or fiction. But the story 
is a fine one, and the widely divergent 
characters are clearly and strongly 
drawn. 

Paul Vereker is the son of a British 
civil officer in India who virtually 
wrecked his career by marriage with a 
half-caste beauty who soon lest her 
beauty. The boy, after his father’s 
death, is sent to relatives In Bngland, 
who are ignorant, and remain ignorant. 
of his mother’s race. Correspondence 
between the boy and his mother céases 
with her second marriage, and he grows 
up in surroundings wholly English. 

He marries the wealthy daughter of 
a vicar, and takes her to India, where 
his first civil appointment is in the city 
of his birth. There his mother, her new 
husband and a horde of natives and 
connections, are not long in finding him 
and pressing their claim for official and 
social recognition.

“THE FORTUNE HUNTER.” 

NE should not give up “The For- 
O tune Hunter,” by Louis Joseph 
Vance, until he has gotten well 

over toward the back pages. It is 
scarcely likely one will do so—the open- 
ing chapters are not so bad as that— 
but there is no little pleasure in store 
for the reader who follows the story to 
its conclusion. The plot, the author ex- 
plains In an opening “apology and 
warning,’ is taken from the comedy of 
the same title, ‘‘The Fortune Hunter,” 
by Winchell Smith. Some additions 
have been made and a few new char- 
acters introduced for novelization pur- 


‘poses, but the reader will more or less 


unconsciously note instances here and 
there where the text would sound better 
if spoken from the stage, with the 
scene acted, rather than when portrayed 
simply by the written word: ‘The »or- 
tune-Hunter’”’ is the only son of a mil- 
lHionaire father who loses his fortune 
and dies at about one and the same 
time.

He at- 
tempts to make his way in the world 
without asking assistance from friends 
of his prosperous days—notably by act- 
ing as cashier in a fish market—but 
makes a dismal failure of everything he 
touches. Finally he is reduced to star- 
vation and the park benches. Here Hen- 
ry Kellogg, prospervus bistness man, 
who was-“‘our hero’s’”’ roommate at col- 
lege, finds him and puts him in the way 
of a job. This job and many others 
the fortune-hunter-to-be loses. Finally, 
in an evil hour, he succumbs to Kel- 
logg’s suggestion that, he go to some 
country town where there is a rich fam- 
ily with an unmarried daughter and 
proceed, by a set of rules which Kellogg 
carefully outlines, to cause her to fall 
in love with and marry him. The real 
story then begins, revolving around the 
experiences of the fortune hunter in the 
town Kellogg picks out for him and

THE IRISH QUESTION. 

HERE is no more pathetic story in 
T the history of nations than that 
of Ireland. Other peoples have 
bowed their heads to the yoke of the 
conqueror, and have lost their identity, 
but the struggle of the Irish race for 
liberty has been carried on through 
storm and calm for 700 years, and is to- 
day as active as it was in the reign of 
the second Henry. Political economists 
and histerians—almost without number 
have written on “the Irish question,” 
but to a large degree it is still un- 
solved. The arguments for and against 
British rule in Ireland have been, gen- 
erally, based on political and racia] 
prejudice. At best the question is a 
complex one, which has baffled the 
greatest statesmen of the United King- 

dom during the last hundred years. 

It remained, however, for an Amer- 
ican newspaper writer, Hugh Sutherland 
of the Philadelphia North American, to 
so investigate it as to make it clear 
the most unprejudiced mind.* Mr.\ Suth- 
erland visited Ireland in the summer of 
1902, and in a series of letters to his pa- 
per described the condition of the coun- 
try with especial reference to the prob- 
lem of the land. 

He made a thorough personal exam- 
ination of the social and political status 
of the people in the dreary bogs and 
mountains of the Western seaboard, as 
well as in the more prosperous prov- 
inces of the North and South. Revisit- 
ing the country last year, he continued 
‘his correspondence with the North 
American on the Irish question, dealing 
particularly with the selution of the land 
problem and the demand for home rule. 

All these letters are now issued in 
book form from the press of the Phila- 
delphia North American, under the ap- 
propriate title,*“‘Ireland Yesterday and 
Today.” It is a handsome volume of 
264 pages, copiously illustrated, and with 
a brief introduction by Mr. John E&. 
Kedmond, chairman of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party. The book is divided 
into three parts, and among the most 
interesting chapters are: ‘‘What Irish 
Landlordism Is;” “The War on Lib- 
erty; ‘Educational Reform.’ and

Mr. Sutheriand’s style is terse and vig- 
oreus, and there is a manifest effort to 
avoid exaggeration in reference to, the 
condition of the people, as well as to are 
evils of landlordism. In a word, It is 
an eminently fair and clear presentation 
of a difficult question. 


Speaking of the great improvement in | 


the homes of the peasantry, the author 
says: “The hovels are being swept 
away, trim and comfortable homes dot 
the landscape where there were empti- 
ness and desolation, dooryards that used 
to reek with refuse are gay with flow- 
ers, and the people who were once silent 
with despair are cheerful, industrious 
and happy.” And again: “On every hand 
I see evidences of the ecqnomic regener- 
ation. As no other nation in modern 
times has suffered under so elaborate 
and crushing a system of spoliation, so 
no other has been the subject of such 
vast experiments in remedial legisla- 
tion.” 

It may be noted, tncidentally, that the 
improvement is due te the enormous 
appropriations secured from the British 
treasury by the Irish Parliamentary 
party during the past 16 years, follow-f 
ing the policy laid down by the late 
Charles Stewart Parnell.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

MONG the orators chosen in New 
A York City to make addresses on 
the celebration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of Abra- 
ham Lincoln was George Haven Put- 
nam, Litt.
